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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: examiner would like to point out that all three 
references are yahoo references. The "My Yahoo" and "Yahoo Auction" references are both part of the personlized web pages offered to 
consumers for customization. A transaction consists of communication between two entities that affect each entity (as explained by 
applicant). Examiner argues that a customization of a personalized web page, that is hosted by a server (Yahoo server in this case), 
would require communication between two entities (server and client) that affect each entity (client receives a personalized web page and 
the server receives commands that store and display the selected customized consumer settings). This type of customization between 
server and client meets the definition of "transaction". 
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
